Many Gettysburgians have been 


wondering what the federal civuan 
conservation 
Corps forest 
workers 


have been accomplishing on the 
battlefield since the establishment 
of the camps here last summer. 


Their original 
assignment 
was 


duty on the battlefield and to this 
end many local residents, who have 
ridden over the park avenues, have 
advanced queries as to the nature 
of the work being done and to what 
extent it has been accomplished 
during past months 


Superintendent James R McCon- 


aghie today gave a bnef resume of 
what the forest workers have done 
since coming here 


Tree Cutting 


Tree cutting offered one of the 


biggest assignments for the men 
More than 1200 trees have been cut 
This includes only those trees that 
have died or have been so badly 
damaged) in various manners, as 
to cause their death. This has been 
a tremendous task and was made 
the more so following the hurricane 
that swept the park this summer. 


Brush cutting was one of the 


principal ""projects. ~ Approximately 
sixty acres have been cleared of 
dead or undesirable underbrush 


The forest workers were assigned 


to several landscaping projects in- 
cluding the terrain about the North 
Caroline monument. Alabama mon- 
ument, sodded about one-third of 
an acre oC land; tearing down eight 
unnecessary and unused fences and 
other projects in this phase of the 
work here. 


Drained 
approximately 
twenty 


acres of swampland 


Pruned approximately 20 hundred 


trees. This involved mostly rough 
pruning 
time. 


Maintenance Work 


Maintenance work included roads, 


gutters and paths upon which the 
men were required to do consider- 
able 
clearing and cleaning 
and 


p l a c i n g the roads, the gut- 
ters and paths in 
condition for 


heavier use 


Forty-two men were assigned for 


several weeks to York to do flood- 
relief work 


In addition to the work on the 


battlefield they were required 
to 


place their camp in readiness, clean 
and clear the camp site and fol- 
lowing the hurricane the first camp 
practically had to be rebuilt. 


The change from a summer to a 


winter camp also required consider- 
able time and work. 


All trees that were cut down were 


then cut into cord lengths 


Mr. McConaghie said that there 


was considerable more work to be 
done on the field before the average 
visitors would be able to discern just 
what progress the men had made 
or are making, unless a detailed 
survey was made of the field prior 
• to the opening of the camp here 
and an inspection now.

ty's sake he should be examined 


"If a few tuberculosis germs get 


into a health^ body no harm is done 
because the,body fights back But 
if one livesx daily with a careless 
person who coughs or spits out 
germs, the danger of getting the 
disease is great 


"A difficulty is that tuberculosis 


usually develops slowly 
Months or 


even years may pass before the 
s y m p t o m s become troublesome 
enough to drive the patient to the 
family 
doctor. 
Meantime other 


members of the family may have 
become infected. People need to be 
reminded that 'that tired feeling,' 
or the 'cough that hangs on,' or cer- 
tain other symptoms may be due to 
tuberculosis and should be investi- 
gated by a doctor.
